Big Five Agree On 
Powers Of Trieste 


- Governor 


New York, Nov. 21. 

The Big Five Foreign Minis- 
ters last night reached. an agree- 
ment on the powers of the 
Trieste Governor in regard to 
fgreign affairs and judiciary, 

They oprecd that the Governor 
shall have rights to- determine that 
the free territory of Trieste shall 
pursue oa foreign policy in con- 
‘formity with its statute, constitution 
and laws. The Governor shall have 


perhaps , 


rights to oppose any treaties he be- 
lieves do not so conform. 

The Foreign Ministers also agreed 
that the: Governor shill have thy 
right to appoint judges chosen from 
among candidntes proposcd by the 
Government Council or other  per- 
sons after consultations with the 
Government Council. This pro- 
cedure may be changed if the Trieste 
constitution makes the Judges ‘elec- 
tive, 

Britain and the United States 
wanted the Trieste constitution to 
be submitted to the Socurlty Coun- 
cil for approval. This was opposed 
by Russia and eventually the Minis- 
ters agreed. that the constitution 
should be upproved by the Trieste 
Assembly and not by the Security 
Council. 5 A 

The French delegate pointed out 
that the Governor always had the 
right to appeal to the Security Couns 
cll on any point in the constitution. 

The Soviet proposal to create a 
Mree port in Trieste territory was 
also agreed to by the other ministers, 
provided that the statue was drafted 
by the Council of Forelyn Ministers. 

Towards the end of the mecting 
last night, the Ministers touched on 
the Russlan proposnl for a customs 
unlon ‘between . Trieste and’ Yugo- 
Slavia and this is expected to- be 
{.the main topic for discussion at ‘to- 
day's meeting of the Foreign Minis- 
crs. :

The amendment was defeated by 
333 votes to 188.
